The Memphis Braneh Kailroad— Its Cost. 

Last Friday morning Qov. Helm sent ns a com- 
munication for publication in the Courier. After 
reading it we declined publishing it. It has since 
appeared in the Democrat, and those who had the 
courage to read it must have appreciated our 
reasons for declining it. Besides being discourteous 
cnoiigli to insure its rejection, it was an eml>odi- 
nient of views upon railroad matters entirely too 
erroneous for (he Courier, with its thousands 
of subscribers and readers, to be made the me- 
dium of their dissemination. 

The Governor thinks that our previous articles 
upon his Memphis branch were intended to ridi- 
cule him jiersoiially. In this he is mistaken. — 
We may suggest, however, that if be thinks, and 
acts, and writes, and speaks, as though he hiiu- 
self were absolutely and unequivocally the Louis- 
ville it Nashville railroad, together with all of its 
hranclu's, it cannot l)e wonderful (hut he should 
feel that he is assailed when the management of 
the road, or any of its branches, is attacked. As 
lo what he says of the Courier being reckless of 
the interests of Louisville, we shall leave to a de- 
cision by the people when they make up their 
minds upon the <|uestions now al issue between 
the Courier and the president of the L. A N. R. R. 
If wedo not show that we are the friends of I.ouis- 
ville, and that he is the enemy, then we shall 
cca.se to write on the .suhj'ect of his proposed Mem- 
jihis branch. 

There are many things in the Governor's long 
letter, which we might take up and show to he 
very ridiculous to he put in print by the president 
of a railroad company which has been intrusted 
wirii the management of millions of dollars, hut 
wc shall contiue ourselves to points which touch 
the main issue between us. He contends that 
tlie ordinance recently passed by our city council, 
appropriating ?3(H),t)uu to his .Memphis branch 
railroad, is right, aud that it should be ratified 
by a vote of the jteoj.le. We say that the ordi- 
nance is wrong, and it should l>e voted down when 
■mbmilted to the popular vote. We contend that 
tlie coat of this .Memphis branch has not been 
fairly represented by (Jov. Helm, that the suggest- 
ed mode of raising the means to build it is wrong 
and that the danger of other railroad connections 
which he holds over our conncil and our people, to 
teri ily them into making the subscription ofi::K)0,- 
O'Si, is the very thing wc want to come to pas.s. — 
We .‘-hall discuss the lirst of lhc.se propositions 
to day, and defer the remaining for two succeeding 
articles. M'e have not the space logo over the 
whole subject in one is.suo of our jiaper, nor have 
w e the desire to publish, at once, so long an arti- 
cle as would he nece.ssary. 

That there may ho no mistake about tho matter 
we <inote Gov. Helm's own words as to tho cost of 
his branch road. Here they are: 

Charles A. Olinstead, known to many of the cit- 
izens of Louisville, and it is only necessary to 
know him to appreciate his worth, did, under di- 
rection of the board, make an actual survey, and 
by instrumental test, made an estimate of the full 
cost of the road, which ho puts at 4’.»S0 ,(h) 0. That, 
he says, is a full estimate, including evervthiiig to 
iiiuke a coinplete road— such as fencing^ hullust- 
iiig, equipment, a large sum for land, damages, 
and for contingencies; and cnncliides by saving 
the road may he put to running for one hundred 
thousaiii! dollars le.ss than that estimate. It tvas 
iiiflde some two years since, when iron and the 
price of labor was high, ami our countrymen nut 
lamiliar w ith railroad work. I submit, therefore, 
to your jialroiis, whether your assumption as to 
cost, is more reliahio than a calculation made hy 
a competent map, who lias been over every foot of 
the ground. 1 siihmit to your sober second 
thought, whether, when the fate of a great euter- 
jirise. earning in its folds the dr^iiny of the city 
of which you aie a citizen, is ul stake’ if it is not 
due from ton, as a piihlie journalist, lo iimlerstund 
facts before you veiiluie ti ekless assumptions. 

Now, we state tliat Charles A. Olmstead never 
m:ule any .such e.slimale of the cost of this road. 
The estimate is Gov. Helm’s, and not Olmsiead's. 
For the in form :it ion of Gov. Helm, and the City 
Council, and the jieople of Louisville, we will 
state what Charles A. Olmstead did do in this 
matter. He did make a survey of this road and 
an estimate of the cost. He ran three distinct 
lines, the first of which left the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad about two milcs'south of Bow- i 
ling Green, and passing through Russellville, ter- 
minated at the Stale line, near ilarJinsville. The 
second left the same point of departure from the 
main stem, and went in a straight course through 
tho center of laigan county to the terminus of 
the Clarksville road. The third left the main 
trunk at Franklin, and traversed the southern 
part of Logan to tho same terminus. The first of 
the routes is 48 miles in length, the second 45, and 
tho third 34. The first, according to Mr. Olm- 
stead’s estimate, would cost |y71,4G8, the second 
i=‘.»t>0,S61, and the third J75i'.,r.42. 

But, in this estimate Mr. Olmstead took no ac- 
count of the rolling stock- He expressly says so 
ill his report. Gov. Helm, however, while quot- 
ing his engineer, and charging us with reckless 
statements, does not note this fact. He i.s for 
completing his railroad without locomotives, pa.s- 
songer or freight cars, and calling it finished. — 
Does this look like ho understands his business? 
I.s he not a little reckless himself, especially for a 
president of a railroad, who assumes that none 
knows so much as he about railroad matters? 

Without in*the least intending to disparage the 
merits of Mr. Olmstead as a competent engineer, 
we must he permitted to say that we think the 
road will cost more than his estimate. Allowing 
a reasonably ainoiiiit for rolling stock to be added 
to his estimate, the branch road would cost about 
|•22,o<)0 i»er mile, or Jl, 056,000 for the whole. 
We do not believe that it can be completed for 
that sum, especially if built by the sale of bonds. 
The country over which it would pa.ss is not the 
smoothest in the world, and Mr. Oliiistead’s esti- 
mates, like tho.se of other engineers, looks to the 
starting of the road rattier than to its completion. 
Many thing.s will occur to swell his estimate, like 
that of the builder of a house who pays double 
what he expected when he saw his house comple- 
ted on paper. Engineers don’t usually, in the out- 
set, tell all the cost of a railroad. 

It may not be amiss for us to take into consid- 
eration the actual cost of other roads that were 
started very cheap on paper. There were, on the 
first day of January last, ‘26,210 miles of comple- 
ted and running railroad in the United .States, 
the whole cost of which was #'J‘>o,(NXi,ouo. This 
shows an average cost of 43 .'j,(H) 0 j>er mile. At 
the same time we had in Kentucky between 3*10 
and 400 miles of completed railroad, which cost 
an average of more than ¥3.5, OoO per mile. The 
Is)uisville and Frankfort road was the cheapest 
we ever built, and its cost was low, because it 
wa.s not started on bonds or credit, as Gov. Helm 
proposes to initiate bis Memphis branch, and be- 
cause the country it passed over was unusually 
favorable. 

But let us see what Gov. Helm makes the L & 
N. railroad, which he calls hitrootl, co.st per mile. 
The subscriptions to hi* road up to this time 
amount to ¥4,490, <)00, and he tells us that he must 
have ¥I.2 (M),ouO more, making in all ¥■'•, 600,1)00. 
This would make hie road cost over ¥30,000 per 
mile. His Lebanon branch will not have cost 
much leas when conopleted. 

We think then, that it is fair to assume that the 
Memphis branch road will have cost, when com- 
pleted, ¥3O,0iX) per mile, e.specially if it is built by 
the sale of bonds, as Gov. Helm pioposes. Dis- 
counts, salaries, and accidents, not provided for in 
Mr. Olmsiead's survey, will run his estimate up to 
that sum per mile. The builder will so alter the plan 
of his bouse as to compel the contractor to raise 
the price upon him. The 48 miles of road will 
coat ¥1,440,000 in spite of Gov. Helm’s and Mr. 
Olmsiead’s assertions. 

How, then, does Qov. Helm propose to raise this 
sum'of money? He very innocently tells ns that Lo- 
gan county will give $300,00u in her bonds, and 
that private citizens down there will give $100,000 
more in subscriptions. He thus has $400,000, 
and calls upon Louisville to give $300,000 more 
to complete the road. All that be proposes to 
raise, therefore, is $300,000 Logan connty bonds, 
$3<X),000 lAiuisville city bonds, $100,000 private 
subscriptions, and $2<K),000 first mortgage bonda, 
making a sum total of $900jXK) which, when dis- 
counted, as soch secarities always hAue been and 
always must coatinne (o be, under such financier- 
inf as has heretofore characterised this road, can- 
hot net more than $700,000. This, acoordiag to 
onr calculation, is just about hislf enough to 
complete the road, and according to Qov. Helm’s 
own calenlatioD, it will fall short |28 u,OOOl 

If OoTeraor Helsn’s advice is token, this deficit 
will have to be made up by Louisville. We can t 



expect anything else when we go to work to start 
a railroad more than an hundred miles from home, 
among a people who can’t, or wont, start it them- 
selves. If our advice is taken, however, a differ- 
ent result will be attained. We will show to- 
morrow, how the money may, and abould be raised 
to build this road, and if our advice is taken, the 
road will be built in a proper way. We are 
opposed to casting $300,000 into a gulf which we 
see yawning for the same, or double the amount, 
while we are told that the $3 (hi, 000 will fill it up. 
We can see with our own eyes, and we are not to 
be deceived by those who pretend to see differ- 
ently. We cannot be mistaken when wo say that 
if Louisville gives this $30o,000 she will have to 
give $.3(X1,000 more to save the first from loss, aud 
then give another sum to save the first two, from 
being a total loss. 

The Kentucky Mechanics’ Institute— Sixth Annu- 
al Exhibition— Historical Sketch- Interesting 

Facts, etc., etc. 

The sixth annual exhibition of our Kentucky 
.Mechanics’ Institute, commences this evening at 
the ball on the northeast comer of Broadway and 
Fourth streets. During the winter and spring of 
1853, there appeared in the columns of the Louis- 
ville Courier a series of editorial articles upon 
the mechanical and manufacturing interests of 
this city. Prior to that time, there had been no 
concerted action among our artizans, and nothing 
was positive known of what we were capable 
of producing. Direction and impulse, however, 
being given to the movemeut in encouragement 
of home manufactures, an association was organ- 
ized, a charter obtained, and the Keutuckv .Mc- 
chauics’ Institute was actually created by the pub- 
lic sentimeut which the Courier from day to day 
fostered and nurtured. The services of this pa- 
per in so iinportaut an enterprize were at that 
time duly recognized, aud one of the editors, 
(W. D. Gallagher, Esq.,) was elected the first 
Vice President, to be soon elevated to the chief po- 
sition in the Society. To his untiring industry, his 
great zeal and eminently practical talent, the In- 
siitute is indebted for the happy auspices under 
which its career began. 

The first election of othcers was held in May, 

1 :53„ Thos. C. Coleman was chosen President; 
\V. D. Gallagher, Vice President; F. W. Vogdes, 
Correspoudiug .'xecretary; P. Cochran, Record- 
ing Secretary, and Geo. Ainslie, Treasurer. In 
August Mr. Coleman resigned the Presidency, and 
.Mr. Gallagher was elected bis successor. The 
following gentlemen have since then occupied 
the otlico of President of the Institute: li.54,*C.

The Accident on the Pittsburgh and Cineinnati 
Si^road. 

With reference to the accident near Steuben- 
ville, of which we have some particulars by tele- 
graph, the Ohio Statesman of yesterday says: 

The bridge which caused the accident ia a 
"curved bridge,” covered, aud one hundred and 
twenty feet long, spanning a creek, which at the 
time of the occurrence, bad hut little water in its 
bed. The express train reached the place at 
eight o’clock Friday night, and while passing 
through, the tender atta^ed to tho locomotive 
Hew ofl the track, and for a short distance jolted 
over the ties with such force as to break down 
the bridge. The locomotive passeif through, but 
the timbers of the bridge'.separating, precipitated 
the two baggage cars and two passenger cars to 
the bed of the creek, and the entire strncture (ell 
in upon the train, crushiug in the tops and sides 
of the cars. 

The two baggage cars were stove in, and the 
first passenger oar was rrmshed to pieces; the rear 
end of the hind car reniaine*! upon the abutment, 
some fifteen or twenty feet high The passengers 
in the latter car were all thrown to the lower 
end in a heap, the seats and a large stove falling 
on top. Of those in this car, scarcely a passen- 
ger escaped without injury, though there were 
none very dangerously hurt
